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B. P. W. Purchases 


Five New Trucks 


The Board of Public Works con- 
cluded a long period of truck in- 
vestigation on Friday night when 
it decided to purchase four Diamond 
T trucks and one Dodge, the 
former from J. W. McCarthy of 
Lawrence and the latter from J. 
W. Robinson Co. The bid on the 
Diamond T’s was $5905 and on the 
Dodge $1595, which totals the exact 
amount of the appropriation. 

There were many bids received, 
but the board did not award the 
contract to the lowest bidder since 
it felt that the town would be bet- 
ter off financially in the long run 
to spend a little more now. Two of 
the members spent an entire week 
checking on trucks. Street depart- 
ments in other communities were 
questioned and private truck own- 
ers were also contacted. The Com- 
mercial Car Journal, with its un- 
biased statistics on weights, dimen- 
sions, strengths, quality of material, 
etc., was consulted freely. Service 
and maintenance was also consid- 
ered, and it was found that the 
dealer had a good supply of parts 
which could be obtained at a 20 
percent reduction. The truck finally 
chosen was found to ibe a heavier 
unit, with a double rear end. It is 
estimated that $250 per truck was 
saved over the private price. 

Other contracts have also been 
awarded for the season’s supply of 
pipe, crushed stone, ete. In all 


cases except the meters, where the | 


present standard meter was repur- 
chased, the low bid was taken.

| The Art Of Walt Disney And Mickey Mouse 
Comes To Addison Art Gallery 


Beginning on Saturday and con- 
tinuing until May 10, the Addison 
Gallery at Phillips Academy is 
showing “The Art of Walt Disney,” 
a survey of the technical processes 
and design problems in the making 
of the animated cartoon. Through 
the co-operation of the Disney 
Studios and of Professor R. D. Feild 
of Harvard, it has been possible to 
trace in this exhibition for the first 
time the exciting story of the de- 
velopment of this new art which 
has seized popular fancy through- 
out the world. While the thousands 
of preliminary drawings are only 
intended as steps in the develop- 
ment of the final animated picture, 
many are of great interest in them- 
selves. In several instances, in 
spite of Walt Disney’s insistence 
that they are not works of art, the 
final celluloids which are photo- 
graphed for the screen version 
have been acquired by museums 
and private collectors. 

While many people are inclined 
to think that the Disney pictures 
are entirely the product of the 
genius of one _ individual—Walt 
Disney—the Addison Gallery exhi- 
bition indicates quite otherwise. 
Over six hundred people contrib- 
ute to the making of an animated 
picture and many of them play an 


important part in its plan and exe- 
cution. To quote one commentator, 
“It is the most completely social- 
ized industry in this respect I have 
ever seen.” The inspiration and or- 
ganizing genius of Walt Disney and 


working of this American organi- 
zation. From the original story, 
through the various stages of lay. 
out, background, and animation, 
the exhibition leads us through the 
entire course of the making of an 
animated picture and one cannot 
see it without obtaining a more 
complete understanding of the art 
of an animated picture, its present 
accomplishments and future possi- 
bilities. 


In an adjoining gallery at the 
Andover museum, an exhibition of 
“The Bauhaus, 1919-1928,” is being 
presented to coincide with the Dis. 
ney exhibition. This celebrated ex- 
perimental art school of post-war 
Germany was a pioneer in modern 
design and its products embodied 
a wide range of material from 
book binding to architecture. The 
exhibition, selected from the com- 
prehensive showing at the Museum 
of Modern Art, New York, in Janu- 
ary, offers a New England audience 
its first opportunity to see the 
early work of such celebrated de- 
signers and artists as Walter Gro- 
pius, Marcel Breuer, Josef Albers, 
Lyonel Feininger, and Moholy- 
Nagy. The spread of modernism in

Rev. Mr. Monro As | Knew Him 


[ think I can truly say that I 
knew Mr. Monro more intimately 
than he was known by anyone out- 
side his immediate family, for 
nearly every day during five con- 
secutive years we spent at least 
two hours in each other’s company. 
Such daily contact uncovered to me 
more and more his innermost soul. 
Mr. Monro was not a man to carry 
his heart upon ‘his sleeve. One 
would at first acquaintance doubt- 
less regard him as possessing a 
dignified reticence, as a sympathe- 
tic listener rather than a conver- 
sationalist, but a further acquaint- 
ance would be sure to disclose a 
confiding nature—a glad willing- 
ness \to share with others his rich 
experiences and varied knowledge. 
Certainly such experiences and 
knowledge he cordially shared with 
me, 

And were I asked to name one 
outstanding and overmastering 
quality, I would  unhesitatingly 
single out his spiritual mindedness, 
for here, I believe, lies the source 
and spring of his many admirable 
qualities that bound with bands of 
steel the affection of all persons 
privileged to know him. 

This rare quality never con- 
sciously got itself into expression. 
I doubt if Mr. Monro knew himself 
to possess it, for he was one of the 
humblest of men, always regarding 
others better than himself; yet it 
pervaded his entire speech and ac- 
tion and never failed to create a 
purified and inspiring atmosphere. 

While it was true that no topic 
of conversation so quickly cap- 
tured his interest and kindled his 
emotions as those topics ithat cen- 
tered around the person of Christ, 
nevertheless he was not wanting in 
interest for those departments of 
knowledge lying more remote from 
the Bible. For instance: We spent 
several months in ithe field of phil- 
osophy reviewing its salient out- 
lines from Plato to William James. 
Several months more we spent in 
the field of history and literature. 
But science as such utterly failed 
to glue his interest. He cared to 
see the world not through the eye 
of science but through a spiritual- 
ized vision as the expression of the 
thought of God. Science has much 
to offer religion by way of a scaf- 
folding and reinforcement of faith, 
but so vital and personal was Mr. 
Monro’s communing with God that 


he felt no need of any exterior 
support.

But Mr. Monro was not so much 
a lover of books as a lover of per- 
Sons. His heart went out toward 
the youth and his eye kindled as 
he told of his joy in collecting funds 
and building a clubhouse for them 
‘n North Andover, his last parish.

All these varied forms of ac- 
Uvity found their urge and delight 
from motives generated in his 
Christian life. Hence, if true great- 
Ness consists in Christian char- 
acter, Mr. Monro was truly great.

Richard H. Wheeler 


Andover’s flags dropped again to 
halfmast Saturday when death 
took another of Andover’s veterans, 
Richard H. Wheeler, of Ballardvale 
road. He served two years over- 
seas with the 71st coast artillery. 
On returning he became a member 
of the firm of Derby, Barnes and 
Champney, architects in Boston, 

Born in Antrim, N. H., 47 years 
ago, he had lived here for the past 
eight years. He attended Newton 
High and the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology. 

He leaves his wife, Mrs. Doris 
Wheeler, and two sons, Robert and 
Gordon. 


Rev, H. Usher Monro 


The subject of this notice was 
born the 12th of January, 1854, the 
son of Dr. George F. and Emily A. 
Monro. His boyhood and youth 
were spent in Bristol, R. L, with 
relatives of his father. In 1873, hav- 
ing chosen the ministry as his life 
work, he began his studies in Ken- 
yon College, Gambier, Ohio. After 
a five years’ course there, he re- 
turned to Rhode Island and re- 
ceived his appointment as a can- 
didate for Holy Orders by the Rt. 
Rev. Bishop Clark of that Diocese. 
In September, 1878, he entered the 
Divinity School of the Protestant 
Episcopal church in Philadelphia, 
Penna. Having finished the three 
year course and received his theo- 
logical degree, he was graduated in 
June, 1881, and on the same day 
was ordained Deacon by Bishop 
Clark in Philadelphia. In 1882 he 
was ordained Presbyter by Bishop 
Clark in Providence. In 1881 he 
was appointed Assistant Minister 
of the Church of the Redeemer in 
Providence, R. I, In 1882 he was 
elected rector of the Church of 
the Saviour and remained in 
charge of the same until 1888, 
when he was called to the Diocese 
of Massachusetts to become the As- 
sistant Minister of St. John’s 
Church, Boston Highlands. In 1889 
Mr. Monro was elected rector of 
St. John’s Church, East Boston. 
While serving this parish, he was 
appointed by Bishop Paddock to 
begin the work for a Seamen’s 
Chapel in East Boston which re- 
sulted finally in the building of St. 
Mary’s Church and Parish House 
for Sailors. Mr. Monro resigned 


from St. John’s Church in 1890, 
on account of impaired health, 
and was elected rector of St. 
Mary’s Church, Newton Lower 


Falls, Mass., where he served from 
1890 until 1901. In 1902 he was 
elected rector of St. Paul’s Church, 
North Andover, and served this 
parish 17 years. He resigned in 
1919 on account of disability, and 
removed to North Scituate, where 
he lived in retirement until the 
death of his wife in 1925. Then Mr. 
Monro moved to Andover where he 
lived with his son, late school com- 
mitteeman Claxton Monro, for a

Sydney R. Montague will present 
his thrilling story “Under North- 
ern Lights” at the next meeting of 
the November Club on Monday 
afternoon at three o’clock.
